Navy Lieutenant (junior grade) 
John D, Turner, 28, son of Mr. 
Frank Turner of 1014 Ordway 
Street, Albany, and husband of 
Mrs. Barbara R. Turner of Con- 
cord, N.C., is serving aboard the 
battleship USS New Jersey off 
the coast of Vietnam.

‘affic and Safety Commission: 
Your article In the Albany 
} ‘Times (dated Noy. 27, 1968) has 
. prompted me to write to you con: 
cerning a project of mutual In- 
terest: that of the Albany Ele- 
mentary S¢hools Traffic Patrols. 

Cornell — ‘and Marin schools 
have, for many years, been faced 
with the problem of a less than 
adequate Jr. Traffic Patrol. There 
are many reasons for this situa- 
tion and I shall try to list a few: 
1. Within the Albany Police De- 
partment, there isa Juvenile Offi- 
cer whose duties (we have been 
- told) do not include supervision 
of the Jr. Traffic Patrol. Con- 
sequently, the responsibility of 
training and/or supervising the 
boys has been left to the school 
principal jor another member. of 
the school staff’ Our Police De- 
partment’s sole concern’ is furn- 
ishing uniforms when needed and 
supplying the food at an outing 
which is héld annually at Tilden 
Fark. (The PTAs provide’ chap- 
erones and helpers when the food 
is served.) 

2. The morale of the boys who 
participate is not good and does 
not encourage other boys to sign- 
up for this important job. 

3. Adults and young people 
have not shown these boys the 
respect they should have while 
doing their job (i.e. motorists and 
eyclists go right through the in- 
tersections while boys are in the 
street with signs held as warn- 
ings to stop... high school 
youngsters harrass the boys on 
their way to and from AHS). 

4. Parents have not educated 
their children to respect the in- 
structions and persons of the Jr. 
Traffic Patrol Therefore, very 
young children do not grow up to 
f>e respect being shown these 
boys by, example from older 
children. ; 

5. The; problems grow worse 
and worse with each passing 
year. “' 

Cornell school, through the ef- 
forts of Robert Shogren, princi- 
pal, has obtained the services of 
Paul Huryck, formerly a sergeant 
on the Berkeley Police Dept., in 
charge of the Juvenile Dept., to 
come to school once a week to 
instruct the boys on their expect- 
ed duties and behavior, Mr. 
Huryck also drives around the 
school several times each week 
to observe the boys in action and 
to let them know someone cares. 
All this is done, mind you, with 
no salary, tips, donations, etc. 
Just because he knows the prob- 
Jems here in Albany and wants 
to help improve the situation. Do 
we have anyone in the Albany Po- 








lice Department who cares? Ap- 
parently not. 
We, at Cornell and Marin 


schools, are looking for ways to 
improve the morale of the boys 
and to encourage desireable boys 
to want to be “‘traffics.” For 
many years the PTAs have hon- 
ored the boys at a swim party 


and spaghetti feed in the spring. 
Tlowever, ; without professional 
training, ‘periodically, it is im- 


possible te maintain a disciplined 
and dependable group of boys for 
an entirei semester. There are 
fewer anda fewer seventh grade 
boys recefving certificates of out- 
standing gervice upon graduation 
in June, Last year there were 
none awarded at Cornell school. 
As safety chairman of the Cor- 
nell School PTA, I have done 
what I could (as of September 
when schoo] started) to generate 
interest in the boys. We have 
been given permission for the 
boys to attend some of Albany 
High’s sports events, free, upon 
presentation: of a “‘traffic pass.” 
They are also admitted free on 
Tuesday evenings to the Albany
